Nor are theſe: days of ours the firſt, wherein the 
Precepts of the God of Love, and the Goſpel of 
Peace, have been made uſe of for a Trumpet of 
Tumulet and Rebellion. 


I ſhall not necd to tell you how properly , or 
with what ſucceſs, the Holder-forth brought the 


Text, and his occaſion of it together. I with with. 


all my heart, ir were in the power of this dilcourſe 
in ſome mealure to expiate his fault, and raiſe as 
much hatred. and deteſtation in the mainds of my 
Hearers, as he did encouragement in thoſe of his. 
towards that never to be mentioned fact, ( were it 


not to deter Poſterity from the like ) which gave the- 


lad occaſion of this days ſolemnity.

Which is to humble and aflit our Souls under 
the ſenſe of thoſe manifold crying Sins and Iniqui- 
ties, for which God Almighty ſuffered Rebellion 
thus to exalc her ſelf , *and juſtifie her Pillanies and 
Murders by the ſucceſs, neither {paring Innocent, nor 
Royal Blood , bur,'To bind our Kmgs in Chains, and our 
Nobles in Fetters of Iron:

on, any further than it may ferve for a ſad Remem:- 
brancer of this black and faral day : I will only (in 
paliing ) mind you of the dilptoportion.

King, whoſe hard fate we remember this day, was 
a Chriſtian, and ſo truly the Defender of the Faith, 
that, Even in the literal ſence, he reſiſted unto Blood. 

And whereas, the binders in the Text,were Saints,

the dregs of the People , Though I cannot bur obſerye 
by the way , that there was a kind of fatality in: 
their calling themſelves Saints, -and the People of the

The main Theſis then, or Pillar of my diſcourſe 
at this time will be, the Sufferings of our Royal Mar, 
tyr: Bur. becaule it is impolſible to mention them, 
without ſome refle&tions on His Yertue , and His 
Enemies Malice, thele two will make our "Topicks, 
or Common-places, three , to wit, 

His. Mageſties Sufferings, - 

His Vertues,. and 

His Enemies malicious wickedneſs. 

His Sufferings were paſling great, and ( for ought 
I know, or have ever read, if, you will except our 
Saviours ) unparallel 'd. 

His Patience and Yertye, as I ſhall ſhew you anon; 
were ſuch too ; And leſt any proportion ſhould be: 
wanting inthe ſtory, ſuch alſo was the implacable 
Malice and Wickedneſs. of his Enemies: 

A Malice, which, I had almoſt ſaid, was immor- 
tal, and-notwithſtanding any A of Grace and h- 
dempnity , ſeems to. have out-liv'd both Pardon and- 
Puniſhments, and the very Afors themſelves. ;

[ do very well know , that this part of my dil- 
courſe (and ic may be ſome other beſides) will nor 
pleaſe everv body ; but am confident I ama guilt- 
leſs, and they have themſelves to thank for jt, who, 
in this late conjun{ure, have endeavoured (asfar as 
in them lay) to involve us in.the ſame miſeries and 
calamities again. 

So that, to ſpeak freely and boldly at this time, 
(whatever they would make us believe, is ſo far 
trom doing any violence to that his preſent Maje- 
{ties molt Gracious A of Oblivion , that I do verily 
believe it were a fin to be filent , and I hope the ſea- 
ſonable liberty of all the- Palpits in the Kingdom 
at this preſent, may be one means to keep us from 
being twice Shipwracke upon the ſame Rocks 
from being undone again, and perifhing a fecond 
time by the ſame unhappy method of binding our 
Kings im Chains , and our Nobles in Fetters of Iron. 

I cannot promiſe you that in. this enſuing dil- 
courſe , I ſhall ſo ſtrictly as it may be you may 
expect, and lo diſtintly and ſeverally ſpeak ro 
ach of thoſe.three Heads or Arguments I haye pro-
